FOREWORD 

To  my  old  friends  who,  by  your  generous  patronage,  have 
made  the  past  season  one  of  the  best  I ever  had  and  for  the  kind 
words  of  appreciation  received  from  you  I extend  my  sincere 
thanks. 

To  the  new  friends,  who  give  me  their  orders  for  1924,  you 
may  be  assured  of  the  same  conscientious,  painstaking  service 
that  has  been  accorded  the  former  patrons.  The  greatest  handi- 
cap the  past  season  has  been  the  great  scarcity  and  high  cost 
of  labor. 

I have  been  unable  to  grow  the  past  season  as  many  plants 
as  the  season  before,  but  have  grown  only  what  I could  care 
for  properly  with  the  labor  available,  and  my  stock  of  plants 
for  1924  is  as  nice  and  well  rooted  as  any  I have  ever  offered 
for  sale,  and  I particularly  desire  the  orders  of  those  who  are 
satisfied  only  with  the  best  that  it  is  possible  to  grow. 

I am  offering  this  year  only  the  “Howard  No.  17”  for 
reasons  stated  further  on. 


“HOWARD  NO.  17.” 


This  variety,  now  so  well  known  over  the  greater  part  of 
the  country,  had  its  origin  in  Hampshire  County,  Mass.  It  was 
introduced  to  the  public  by  me  in  the  spring  of  1918  and  in  the 
short  space  of  five  years  has  proved  to  be  the  most  popular 
variety  ever  introduced.  My  first  plants  of  it  were  from  Prof. 
A.  T.  Stevens,  of  the  Connecticut  Agricultural  College,  in  the 
spring  of  1916. 

It  is  now  grown  almost  exclusively  by  many  of  the  large 
commercial  growers,  and  is  so  well  known  that  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  give  a lengthy  description  of  it.  The  description  of  the 
originator  which,  though  short,  covers  the  ground  very  fully, 
follows : 


Originator’s  Description. 

“ ‘Howard  No.  17,’  the  greatest  market  strawberry.  More 
dollars  are  made  growing  this  wonderful  staminate  variety  than 
any  other.  Yields  at  the  rate  of  15,000  quarts  per  acre.  Plants 
very  vigorous  with  perfect  foliage.  Berries  are  large,  firm, 
\^ery  beautiful  and  delicious.  Season  very  early  to  late.  A 
strawberry  without  a fault  that  will  solve  the  variety  question 
both  for  home  use  and  market.  This  acquisition  was  produced 
after  thirty  years  of  scientific  plant  breeding  and  after  25,000 
seedlings  had  been  originated.” 

My  own  experience  with  this  variety,  together  with 
thousands  of  others,  has  proved  the  truth  of  the  orignator’s 
claim.  Since  I introduced  the  “Howard  No.  17”  to  the  public 
I have  tested  a number  of  varieties  put  out  by  other  plant 
growers  claiming  that  they  were  the  equal  of  the  “Howard  No. 
17,”  but  they  have  utterly  failed  to  make  good  the  claim.  In- 
deed, as  compared  with  the  “Howard  No.  17,”  they  are  in  the 
kindergarten  class  while  the  “Howard  No.  17”  has  graduated 
from  college,  and  taken  a post-graduate  course.

I 
shall  have  plants  of  this  variety  for  sale  in  September  and 
October.  Fall  is  a good  time  to  set  these  if  they  are  given 
proper  care  and  well  mulched  for  winter. 

The  new  $50,000  variety  sent  out  last  spring  under  the 
name  of  “Kellogg’s  Rockhill  Everbearer,”  which  was  adver- 
tised so  extensively  by  the  introducers,  R.  M.  Kellogg  Co.,  as 
being  the  greatest  variety  ever  put  out,  excelling  all  others 
both  as  a fall  bearer  and  summer  bearer,  has  failed  to  make 
good  as  a fall  bearer — not  a blossom  appearing  on  the  plants 
here,  and  the  same  is  true  elsewhere.  I have  no  doubt  the  in- 
troducers have  acted  in  good  faith  but  they  and  their  customers 
are  much  disappointed  in  its  behavior.
